The  District  is  approximately  50  square  miles  in  area  ivith  a 20  mile 
coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided  into  18  parishes, 
vdth  a population  of  7,81 0.  Agriciilture  is  the  basic  industiy,  mostly 
dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday  makers  plays  a very  important  role 
in  the  life  cf  the  community.  Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time) 
as  outworkers  in  the  Net  and  Tvdne  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borough. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  District  on  1st*  April,  1959,  although  the  Council 
still  retain  responsibility  for  water  supplies  to  their  own  housing  estates 
at  Morcombelake  and  Uploders,  The  Board  have  not  as ’yet  taken  over  the 
various  privately  OTmed  public  supplies  in  the  District,  and  these  are  as 
follows

By  the  end  of  19^3  the  Water  Board  had  practically  completed  phase  2 
of  its  Regional  Scheme,  This  programme  comprised  the  following  works 
the  construction  of  three  reservoirs  at  South  Perrott  No,  19,  Hooke  village 
No,  25,  and  Bunkers  Hill,  Askerswell  No,  12,  and  the  construction  of  mains 
as  follows  A"  main  from  reservoir  at  Four  Ashes  to  Stoke  Abbott,  A"  mains 
to  reservoir  No,  19,  and  to  Chedington,  Mosterton  and  South  Perrott,  from 
Teller  Down  to  Stoke  Knapp  trunk  main,  8"  main  from  reservoir  No,  6 at 
Dottery  to  Broadoak;  6"  and  A”  mains  from  Bridport  to  Symondsbiiry,  6"  main 
from  Hooke  Pumping  Station  to  reservoir  No,  25,  and  Hooke  village,  provision  of 
pumping  equipment  at  Hooke  Pumping  Stationj  A"  main  from  reservoir  No,  12  to 
Uplodersj  A"  main  from  Bradpole  to  Loders;  A"  main  from  Shipton  Corge  to 
Burton  Bradstock, 

The  Board,  since  its  inception,  has  constructed  nine  reservoirs  of 
a total  capacity  of  1,530,000  gallons  and  laid  37  miles  of  mains,  17  villages 
have  now  been  supplied  and  these  are  Broadoak,  Dottery,  Salv/ay  Ash,  Hooke, 

Stoke  Abbott,  Broadwindsor,  Mosterton,  South  Perrott,  Chedington,  in  the 
Beaminster  Rural  District,  Symondsbury,  Shipton  Gorge,  Loders,  Uploders, 

Askerswell,  Puncknowle,  Bexington,  Sv-yre,  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 
and  Bridpoii:  Borough  has  had  its  supply  augmented. 

Phase  3 v.dll  comprise  the  laying  of  a ■l2"/9"  main  from  Litton  Cheney  to 
I'eservoir  No.  6 at  Dottery,  with  spurs  to  feed  reservoirs  No,  28  at  Burton 
Bradstock  and  No,  29  at  Bothenhampton,  and  the  construction  of  certain 
essential  works  at  the  Litton  Cheney  Source. 

The  Board's  v;ork  has  been  so  v/ell  planned  and  carried  out  so 
satisfactorily  that  it  has  re-phased  future  programmes  with  the  following 
provisional  dates,  (see  page  6 ), 

Regrouping  ojf  Watjejr  Undertakings^  in  the  areas  of  west  and  mid-Dorset . 

On  20/9/63  the  Board  received  notification  from  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  which  he  stated  that  he  "proposes  to  exercise  his  powers 
under  section  9 (2)  of  the  Water  Act  19A5»  to  make  an  Order  providing  for  a single 
water  undertaking  to  serve  the  areas  of  west  and  mid-Dorset,  and  including  the 
undertakings  of  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board,  the  Dorchester  Borou^  Council,  the 
Portland  Urban  District  Council,  the  Dorchester  Rural  District  Council,  (but 
excluding  certain  parishes  served  from  bulk  supplies  received  from  Pool  and  East 
Dorset  Water  Board),  and  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Company,

Follov/ing  the  receipt  of  the  Ministry’s  Report,  "The  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation 
Studies  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Results  Achieved  after  Five  Years",  the  Council 
at  its  February  meeting  agreed  to  support  the  Dorset  County  Council  should  that 
Council  put  forward  proposals  for  the  fluoridation  of  v;ater  supplies,  and  when  in 
May,  the  County  Coimcil  decided  against  fluoiidation,  tliis  Council  requested  the 
County  Council  to  reconsider  the  matter. 


Dr^j^_ge  aM  Sewejqa_ge^, 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily  severed 
and  crude  sev/age  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  streams  from  the  villages 
throu^  ;iiich  they  flow,  especially  at  Chideock,  Symondsbuiy,  Bradpole  and 
Litton  Cheney,  However,  the  Council  are  very  much  alive  to  the  problem  and 
are  taking  meastjreB  as  fast  as  they  can  to  have  these  villages  sewered.  In 
1956  the  scheme  for  sewering  Shipton  G-orge  was  completed,  in  1937  Burton  Bradstock, 
in  1959  Puno]aio\;le,  in  1960/62  Charmouth  and  in  19^2  Walditoh,  Bradpole  (low-level 
area),  Loders,  Uploders,  Askersv;ell,  Symondsbuty  and  West  Road  will  be  planned  to 
discharge  into  the  Bridport  Borou^  sev/ers  and  the  proposed  Long  Sea  Outfall  at 
West  Bay,

The  final  drawings  for  the  main  drainage  scheme  for  this  village  including 
Seatown  but  not  North  Chideock  were  prepared,  and  in  October  formal  consent  was 
made  to  the  Minister  for  a loan  of  £85, 873 • 

Charmouth, 

A storm  water  overflov;  and  manhole  to  alleviate  the  overloading  of  the 
disposal  plant  caused  by  surface  water  infiltration  v;as  completed. 

There  still  appears  to  be  insufficient  sludge  treatment  capacityr  at  the 
disposal  works  and  a temporary  sludge  treatment  lagoon  excavated  in  19^2  was 
again  in  use. 

Unfortunately  not  all  parts  of  the  village  vrere  originally  connected  to 
the  sewerage  scheme,  for  on  the  West  Cliff  Estate  the  effluent  from  septic  tanks 
failed  to  soak  into  the  clay  and  caused  nuisances.  The  Council  are  avrare  of  the 
condition  and  steps  will  be  taken  to  remedy  it,

The  emergency  outlet  at  the  Pumping  Station  to  prevent  surcharging  and  flooding 
was  completed.  Nuisances  have  arisen  from  septic  tank  effluents  draining  properties 
on  the  Shipton  Road  and  the  Sewage  Sub-Committee  will  remedy  this  v/hen  the  sewer 
fill  be  extended  from  Burton  Bradstock,

The  Consulting  Engineers  reported  in  detail  the  results  of  their  current 
and  float  tests  carried  out  during  the  early  summer,  196^,  Both  Neap  Tides 
and  Spring  Tides  were  studied  by  the  use  of  floats  and,  in  addition,  dilution 
tests  were  carried  out  using  both  a special  dye  solution  and  radioactive 
isotopes.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  three  alternative  discharge  points 
at  5»500,  It- f 500  and  3 #500  feet  from  the  shore. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  discharge  point  be  A|-,300  feet  from  the 
shore  v;here  the  effluent  vill  enter  the  sea  in  about  a 60  ft,  depth  of  v/ater. 

The  Committee's  second  reocmriendation  is  that  a 24  inch  outfall  pipe  be  provided 
in  the  design.  It  is  not  possible  to  say  at  this  stage  what  material  could 
best  be  used  for  the  construction  of  the  pipe,  but  the  Consulting  Engineers 
will  for  the  present,  base  their  design  on  steel  pipes  including  protection  both 
from  corrosive  action  by  the  sea  externally,  and  from  internal  corrosion  by  the 
content  of  the  sewage  effluent,

The  'depth  of  flow'  recorder  installed  in  April,  shov/ed  that  there  is  in  the 
Borough  sewers  a considerable  infiltration  of  ground  water  and  inflow  of  storm

Sev7ago  from  Beaminster  and  Netherbury  v/ould  be  pumped  to  a 'header' 
tank  just  east  of  Netherbury  and  so  to  a pressure  pipe  (E)  laid  do\7n  the  valley  (Biit) 
connecting  to  the  Borough  sewer  in  West  Bay  Road, 

Sewage  from  the  Asker  Valley  woiild  be  pumped  from  a point  just  east 
of  Bradpole  village  to  a 'header'  tanlc  on  Watton  Hill  from  'which  a lateral 
pressure  pipe  would  connect  into  the  main  Beaminster  pressure  pipe  (E)  near  F^ore, 
and  then  throu^  this  into  the  Borough  sewer.

A second  agreement  was  reached  between  the  tv7o  Bridport  authorities  in 
respect  of  drainage  from  the  proposed  Church  Eields  development  at  Bothenhampton 
to  the  Borough  sewer. 

Closet  Conversions,^ 

The  Council  operate  a scheme  whereby  a £10  grant  is  paid  to  the  ov/ner  where 
an  earth,  bucket,  or  chemical  closet  is  converted  to  a water  closet  and  connection 
made  to  the  public  sewer.

The  Council  considered  additional  collections  during'  the  holiday  season  but 
there  were  not  sufficient  numbers  of  camp  owners  and  hoteliers  wishing  an  ex±ra 
collection  to  make  the  scheme  economical. 


Four  men  are  employed  as  collectors  using  one  Karrier  "Gamecock"  dual-tip 
refuse  waggon.  The  refuse  is  tipped  at  three  sites,  Bennetts  Hill,  Shipton  Gorge,

One  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  on  a part-time  basis  of  2J+  hours  spread 
over  3 days  per  week.  In  addition  to  carrying  out  surveys  and  treatments,  he 
also  deals  with  other  infestations  such  as  v/asps,  flies  and  fleas,  in  and 
around  private  d\7ellings.  Sewer  treatments  vrere  given  to  sewers  and  sev;age 
disposal  plants  and  qiiarterly  treatments  are  carried  out  at  the  three  refuse 
tips.  Litter  bins  at  laybys  are  also  regularly  treated.

Meat  Inspection , 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Ser-vice,  Dorchester,  in  October,  1962  set  out 
to  determine  the  incidence  of  Salmonella  infection  in  home-produced  neat  and  to 
assess  its  importance  in  relation  to  human  infection.  Evidence  was  sought 
both  at  abattoirs  and  butchers'  shops  by  examination  of  drain  swabs  and  meat. 

Your  Health  Department  took  part  in  the  investigation,  and  sent  to  the  Laboratoiy 

62  Moor's  swabs  of  drains,  64  specimens  of  pig  diaphragms  and  63  pigs  messenteric 

glands.  Salmonella  were  isolated  from  8 of  the  swabs  ( 1 Bovls  norbificans  7 

Tjrphi -Murium)  6 of  the  diaphragms  and  2 of  the  glands,  (Dublin  2,  Give  1, 

Senftenberg  2 and  Typhi-M\u*ium  3)* 

2,1 9Zf.  samples  and  swabs  from  Dorset  were  examined  and  after  giving  the 
number  of  positives  the  Laboratory  set  down  the  follov/ing  conclusions 

(a)  The  importance  of  the  bovine  as  a source  of  Salmonella  is  revealed, 

(b)  There  is  strong  evidence  of  an  association  between  the  presence  of 
Salmonella  sero'types  at  abattoirs  and  butcher*  shops  and  their  occurrence 
in  the  human  population.  Beef  and  pork  should  be  considered  as  a source 
of  Salmonella  infection  in  man, 

(0)  Cross-infection  in  the  abattoir  is  occurring. 
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There  is  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  sitmted  at  Bradpole  v/hich  is 
privately  owned,  and  the  tenant  has  his  own  fleet  of  delivery  vans  for  transporting 
neat  to  retailers  and  wholesalers  inside  and  outside  the  Rural  District,  Ei^t 
enployees  at  this  slau^terhouse  hold  licences  authorising  then  to  slaughter 
aninals.  Meat  Inspection  v;as  carried  out  by  Veterinary  Surgeons  employed  part-time 
hy  the  Council,  until  the  coning  into  effect  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19^3, 
on  1st,  October,  1963.  Prom  that  date  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  resigned,  and  the 
duties  fell  on  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  \antil  after  great  difficulty  another 
inspector  v/aa  foiand.  Ho  connenoed  duties  on  2nd,  December,  but  he  resigned  a 
fortnight  later  and  the  post  was  vacant  from  l8/l/^64  8/3/64,  A 100  % neat 

inspection  was  maintained  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  rdth  the  assistance 
of  Ismay,  Bridport  Borough  Council* s P.H.I,,  and  Mr.  Tait,  previously  employed 
as  a P.H.I,  in  a nei^bouring  tovm.
